AFTER?JANUARY I 


Columbus, Nov. 30.—Judge Janies 
L. Price will be succeeded as 
chief 
justice of the Ohio supreme court by 
Judge William B. Crew on January 1. 
Judge Price became the presiding offi­ 
cer last spring, and will only serve 
about nine months, the shortest period 
in that office on record. 
The tangle 
growing out of the extension of the 
terms of the judges to conform to the 
changes caused by the biennial eiec 
tion amendment 
is 
responsible lor 
this. 
The change operated to add 
nearly two years to the term of Judge 
Shauck and to keep him in the pre 
siding judge’s chair for more 
than 
two years, when, the regular term is 
only for one year. Cuder the old law 
when one 
judge 
was elected every 
year the retiring judge would be the 
chief justice the last year of his term. 
Now two judges are elected at the 
same time, and as their term s only 
expire in the eve® numbered years the
